I Khali try and correct an article which I 
oliaerred in your paper of Monday, Nov. ti, 
1865, in relation to the squad of guerrilla* 
whi -h robbed Ste-phensport a .d Union 
Star. Seven well mounted men passes 
through Union Star, toward Stephensport, 
on Monday evening, and it was thought 
thai they were sjorting men on their way 
to C'loverport, where the races wen to be 
run on the following Saturday. On Thurs- 
day morning, some hour or more before the 
packet arrived at Stephensport, six of tlj<- 
seven that passed down, returned and wait- 
ed for the packet, and got on it, but had no; 
the heart to undertake to rob it. Afu-r the 
pack-t left thev robbed Messrs. Hall and 
Bennett, and also Mr. Huckeby, and then 
left for Union Star, which place they reach- 
ed a little alter daylight. Tlx* people were 
just getting up, and tuiiie w ere still asleep. 
Everybody was taken by surprise, and in 
two 'minutes time they had the citizens 
either under guard or scared out of town, 
with one or two exception*. Miss Belle 
Uox was up at the time they first came into 
town, and after satisfying herself as totheif 
character, fan into Capt. Hammer*' room 
and woke him up, telling him to get away 
or they would kill him. 

He soen got up and tried to get out on the 
front porch, where he could have a full 
view of tue thieves, but the women would 
not let him out, lest the guerrillas would 
shoot him, as he could not get about very 
well on one leg; then he went up stairs *and 
had not a long time to wail until he got a 
chance to try his often tried Henry ritie. 
One of the villains ventured down the 
street a little further than the rest of the 
gang, firing on a citizen, when he received 
a ball from Capt. Hammers 1 rille. He did 
not fall, but got back to his horse and 
mounted him, and the balance being out ol 
range so Ce.pt. Hammers could not get an- 
other shot without eudangering the citizens 
who were under guard, he raised the shoui 
for every man to seize his gun and charge 
them, when they mounted their horses and 
left. At the time Hammers shot, s >uie of 
the gang were sett' ng lire to tLe buildings. 
A small squad from Union Star pursued 
and overtook the gaug, and bred intothem, 
one badiy, and it is thought, 
Berry also. One-armed Berry 
and one other escaped in lh«* direction of 
Brandenburg, and King White and one 
other through Mead\ ilie. The two wound- 
were taken to Union Star, where 
during tiie night, and the other 
to Louisville. .

the South. 

Vt^mt the- New Orleans Picayune 1 
Many rumors reach us respecting the de- 
sire and purpose of Northern capitalists to 
come South with their means, to engage in 
the business of cultivating our plantations. 
We hope that their intentions are serious, 
for capital is now our great and pressing 
need, our planters have an abundance of 
the best land in the world; they have ex- 
perience and all the appurtenances and re- 
quisites for cultivation, except capital to 
tarnish laborers and families with subsist- 
ence, to re-build their levees, open their 
ditches and increase their stock. Millions 
of dollars of produce are lost to the country 
and the world for want of a comparatively 
small sum. Iu limes past, our State banks 
came to the relief of Ihe planters ; ,nd mer- 
chants, in a great stress like the present. 
Now there are no banks to give this -uccor. 
We must depend on private capital, and as 
mortgages and the usual securities and in- 
terest will not probably suffice to attract 
this capital, the planters are willing to cul- 
tivate on shares or in partnership with par- 
ties advancing the capital, or to lease their 
plantations on terms which promise splendid 
prolit*. There are planters now in our city 
who could raise a tnousand bales of cotton 
in \: year, If thev could command a capital 
Of 0H.0M, They are ready to make ar- 
rangements with capitalists by which they 
mi^'ht double their monev In one season. 
The emancipation of the negro has dispens- 
ed with one of the perquisites, heretofore, of 
planting, and brought the business more 
within the reach of&pitalfate than it was 
before*. Those who wish to cultivate the 
plantations do not now have to invest so 
large a sum in such precarious property as 
slaves. Where it used to take a hundred 
thousand dollars loembark in the hliaimaa, 
fifty or seventy-five, or even fifteen thous- 
and will suffici. Land is cheap — cheaper, 
considering the quality, than in any other 
part at the United Slates — and improve- 
ments can l>e more easily and cheaply 
made. In view of these advantages, w»- 
are not surprised that the capitalists Begin 
to think of embarking in Southern culture. 
We are only surprised at the delay in car- 
rying out their designs. We trust such de- 
lay is hardly justified by the apprehension 
that the labor can be obtained. The pros- 
pects of the < rgani/.atioti of our lalxir are 
BOW t:<>od. The freeduien will soon be plac- 
ed b( t ween the alternatives of starvation or 
labor. The planters can afford to give them 
wages for good labor. The present high 
price of our st i: j des will justify liberal wages. 
Uapital . an limi no better, no more prolila- 
ble employment than in raising sugar or 
cottou at present high prices, either on a 
large or small scale. 'iVn bales ol cotton 
are now worth at least frf.tefl and likely to 
be worth as much at this time next year. 
Almost any able-balied man an raise and 
Tick ten MOT of cotton on our rich alluvial 
soils. We know one man !*nd bis wife and 
little boy, not one hundred miles from this 
city, who made $4,000 in ls84otfteu acres of 
ground in cottou, in spite of the worms, 
w hich were v^ry destiucive that season. Iu 
all thai magnificent stretch of alluvion, 
north of Bed river, w hich, iu L8M and 1n»o, 
produced, i'i f »ur parishes, U.!4,<H)U bales of 
cotton, ten bales to theatre is the average 
crop. There cotton praam so luxurautTy 
and ripens so richly that the great struggle 
is to gather it. The bands had no time to 
pick but grabbled it out, aud with ii.t.e 
trouble hurried It off to market. 

This country is all open to cultivation 
and capital, but the owners of these lands 
are with. ml means or laborers. The North- 
ern j.eople will display a great deficiency ol 
sagacity and enterprise il ihey do not quick- 
ly appreciate aud prolit from tins grand 
opening— this bouudles field of wealth — 
richer, lar richer, than the mines of C ali- 
fornia and Arizjua. 



Bank Defalcation

The Aquidneck Bank of Newport, R, I., 
is a loser to the amouut of some forty or 
fifty thouv.nd uollars through an unfortu- 
nate transaction of one of its officers. It ap- 
peals that the change from a State to a Na- 
tional Bank caused a winding up of the af- 
fairs of the old institution, when it was uis- 
c .vveied that, aoflM ten years ago, a worth- 
less check lor sio oon Irtd been cashed, and 
that the party who presented it so far from 
refunding Lba i n — y, BO managed asto ob- 
tain au additional loan. This transaction 
was on the responsibility of the bank officer 
alone, though making use of the funds of 
the bank. Having placed himself iu a po 
sition whence it was difficult t > recede with- 
out the loss to himself of the whole amount 
loaned, or placing himself in an unfavora- 
bta li^hl before the directors, he w as thence- 
forth in a measure at the mercy of his busi- 
B< M t H— la, who, it seems, did not hesitate 
to make use of the advantage thus gained, 
till the amount of the loans had reached the 
aggregate of seventy thousand dollars. The 
matter was all the while concealed from 
the directors, the interest oti the entire 
amount, as it appeared, being paid from his 
own pocket. The bank, it appears, will not 
lose more than $60,000, aud there will be n > 
hindrance whatever to its regular business, 
although the stockholders who, it is - 
posed, lose about one-half of the value of 
their shares under the old charter. It is 
represented that the sympathies of the com- 
munity are active in lavor of the defaulter,

The Double Murder li 

«J>«-alu of the Tragedy Au Ex-Pres- 

Mcatt ot the Connecticut lire Insurance 
Company Cuts His W ife'* Throat, aud 
■lacks H niself with a Rizor* 
One of the most terrible tragedies, says 
the Hartford Courant, that we were ever 
called upon to narrate, occurred in this city 
at half-past I o'clock last night, at the resi- 
dence of B. W. Greene, late President of 
the Connecticut Fire Insurance Company, 
Mr. Greene having caused the death of his 
wife by cutting her throat witu a razor, and 
then attempting his own life. The iactB as 
brought out before the Coroner's jury weie 
as follows: 

Mr. and Mrs. Greene were in the house 
a one, their daughters and a nephew having 
left there almut half-pas 7 o'clock, there be- 
ing at that time nothing unusual in the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Greene. At half-past II 
o'clock Mary Johnson, Diua Foster and 
Robert Gibbs (colored), Henry Kennedy 
and s. F. Cummings, on their way from 
church, were within a few rods of the resi- 
dence, when they heard the cry of murder. 
Mr. Kennedy said that as soon as he reach- [ 
ed the front of the house he saw Mrs. j 
Greene standing by the front parlor win- 
dow, whic'-i was open, the blood streaming 
lrom her neck. He ran into the room aud 
said: "Mrs. Greene, what is the matter?" She j 
replied: "Mr. Groenehas killed me ; he has | 
escaped! You won't find him!" At her j 
request Kennedy ran for Dr. Beresford, 1 
who came immediately, but she was dead 4 
on his arrival. Mary Johnson, an intelli- . 
gent colored woman, followed Mr. Kennedy I 
into the house. Mrs. Orcein remarked that j 
her husband had cut her neck, and asked 
to be helped up stairs. Mrs. Johnson and 
Mis; Foster helped her up stairs to her 
room, and as she passed inside the door, re- 
marked : "I am faiut !" and fell to the tloor, 
when she soon expired from loss of blood. 

The iuterior jugular vein on the right side 
of the neck was cut, the wound being very 
deep, i.nd extending from the ear to the 
chin. Mrs. Greene remarked to Mary John- 
ston that she had been afraid to stay with 
Mr. Greene all the evening, but uone of the 
members of the family were knowing to 
this fact. Search was made for Mr. Greene 
about the premises, but it was supposed 
that he had »scaped. While waitiug for 
ihe coroner, Officer Nott summoned a jury, 
consisting of John B. Kldridge, A. N. 
Clark, Collins Stone, Olcott Allen, S. A. 
Hubbard, and S. Mather, who were about 
attending to their duties when it was staled 
that the door of Mr. Greene's room was 
locked, and the key ou the inside. This 
wits a quarter before eleven o'clock. The 
room was entered by a side window, when 
a terrific sight presented itself. Mr. Greene 
was discovered lying on a sofa, with his 
arm re-sting on a chair, an open razor in hit* 
right hand, and still alive, but scarcely any 
hope that he could live but a short time. 
He had cut a d-ep gash on the right side of 
his neck, into the caiotid artery, making 
an opening into the mouth. Tnere was an- 
other cut on the left side of his neck, aud 
one aeraaa the left arm. He bad bled pro- 
fusely, and araa partially sensible, but could 
not artleolate <listiuctly. Drs. Breresford 
ami Russell dressed his wounds, and at 
twelve o'clock he was still alive, but there 
was verj' little hope of his recovery. 

It appear) d that Mrs. Greene was sitting 
by the center table, reading the "Knightlv 
Soldier," w hen her husband came tin be- 
hind her and cut her throat Willi a razor, 
then ran tip stair-, locked his door, lay 
down and deliberately made the attempt at 
his own ire. Mrs. '( freene ran across the 
parlota, opened the front blinds and win- 
dow, aud cried murder, as we have previ- 
ously stated. Blood <.u the leaves of the 
book indicated thai it was open at chapter 
seven. K\ » »i .-inc the death or Mr. Oreene'a 
daughter he baa been very low spirited, 
ant I for months has gi'en evidence ot in- 
sanity, aud his friends have had feara thai 
he might do himself Injury, but did ate an- 
ticipate injury to others. He attended 
church yesterday, and after service in the 
afternoon walked some distance with his 
son-in-law, Mr. Day, conversing relative to 
his own matters, and tlie state of his health; 
but then was nothing in his appearance I 
then or at tLe time to indicate the thought 
of harm to himself or his Mends. The liud- 
ing of the jury was in accordance with the 
facts above narrated. Mr. Greene was 
a man abate -ix'v .- \, we should judge, 
and waa ] leaaed of considerable wealth. 
He leaver two .laughters, one married. We 
have no heart . t this time to comment on 
thia awfaJ tragedy, tha moat terrible in all 
its asnec.s tnut it was ever our lot to wit-

One of them in New York, 
under date of October 27th, telegraphs to 
Montgomery "I can get any quantity of 
men at f 150 per year — tbe $100 payable at 
the end of the year. Tbe laborers are of 
any nationality, and pay for their own 
clothing and doctor's bill." We hope to 
see a large intlux ot thia description ot la- 
borers not only into South but into North 
Alabama, and in a few years they will be- 
came small laud-boldera and thrifty set- 
tle**.

The patient is first attacked by diarrhea, 
accompanied by extreme lassitude. He 
should go instantly to bed, aud remain per- 
fectly quiet lor forty-eight hours, taking at 
least fifteen grains of calomel to drive the 
inaction promptly from tbe system. After 
this bas acted freely, a mild dose of lauda- 
num should be given to soothe the patient 
aud prevent further intestinal action. Ice 
should also be applied to tbe spinal column. 
Dr. Post claims that this treatment has 
been applied in thousands of cases, and 
never failed to result in tbe entire and rapid 
recovery of the patient. It is of the very first 
importance, that the patient should not 
abandon the reclining posture, from the 
very commencement of the disease until the 
recovery. Ail the prominent men in the 
city are engaging themselves in the study 
of the choiera, not clinicly, of course, as 
there have been no cases yet iu the city.

A few days ago the Democrat volunteered 
to inform us that we ought not to like the 
President's speech to the negro soldiers so 
well as we thought we did.

We dare say that 
none.but a "reconstructed rebel," just start- 
ing to Washington to strike hands once 
more with his nearest and dearest kin, 
Northern Democrats and border State Con- 
servatives, and with their aid to seize con- 
troi of Congress and save the South and the 
"Union," can at all conceive, much less de- 
pict, the heights and depths of that mingled 
wrath and grief which seized his like, 
when they h*?ard of Secretary Seward's 
despatch to the Provisional Governors of 
Mississippi and South Carolina, requiring 
them to continue to act as Governors until 
otherwise ordered. This must have been 
an extinguisher wholly unexpected. With 
that spacious and seiArighteous reasoning 
characteristic of pro-shwery politics, they 
seemed to have deluded themselves into 
the belief that the getti.ng all they had 
fought for and lost with the sword, was but 
the simple going through th e formality of 
holding- a Convention and a fe'tate election 
After that "#as done, their respective States 
would be as completely naemt/ers of 
Union as before recession. 

It is true the raising of the doubt lis to tht 
Clerk of the House, including the naLoes of 
their representatives in the preliminary 
roll-call of members, shrouded their hopes 
in uncertainty for a feV days. But all w as 
made bright again, by the conception of 
executing the coup d'etat of seizing eontr 
of Congress in spite of the Clerk and the 
President, if they should prove obstinate. 
But this dispatch ol Mr. Seward's upsets 
completely all their plans, and, to our 
abundant joy and relief, promises to be the 
sword of Alexander that, is to cut the Gor- 
dian knot of reconstruction. For its man- 
date must be based upon the principle that 
none of these so-called seceded States can 
be said to be in the Union again by vir- 
tue of any thing they have done or may 
do, bttt that they must return through the 
door of Congressional action. By the Con- 
stitutions tbey may frame and the elec- 
tions they may hold, Congress will be 
enabled to determine the sufficiency 
of the reasons they may offer fbr their ad- 
mission. This principle righteously covers 
the whole ground of a permanent and sat- 
isfactory settlement of the matter. It is a 
bitter cup for the unscrupulous and unre- 
pentant rebels to drink. 

That dispatch must, we think, put an 
end to the very spirited and significant 
discussion going on concerning the right of 
the Clerk of the House to put upon his list 
of members the names of the Southrrn del- 
egati ons, prior to the action of Congress 
upon their right to seats in that body. This 
is cheering. Let the spirit, the import, of 
that dispatch be steadily adhered to on the 
part of the Executive, and the confused 
and embittered elements will gradually 
marshal themselves under the banner of a 
truly free and democratic Government.

A very strange article, with a still stranger 
heading, appeared in the Democrat of yes- 
terday morning.

Air a Fertilizer. 

A correspondent from Berlin writes: 
A new means of increasing the fertility 
of land has been invented, and, it is said, 
•uccessiully tried at Annaberg, near Bonn. 
It is well known that humus, or upper 
mold, the most valuable constituents of 
soils, is formed by the action of the atmos- 
phere on the animal and vegetable matter 
contaiued ia the earth. The air, however, 
coming into contact only with the surface 
of our planet, ttys fertile substance is gen- 
erated to but an insignificant depth, and 
after so many centuries of sowing and 
reaping covers the soil rather as a thin 
coating than as a distinct layer separate 
from the rest. The object of the uew in- 
vention is to extend the generating of lit- 
mus to the lower strata, by introducing air 
into the bowels of the earth. To this enu 
pipes, very similar to the ordinary drains, 
but riddled with narrow apertures, are laid 
down at a depth of three feet to six feet. 
Instead of a central drain, they lead to a 
hearth, where a fire ratifying the air, 
causes a constant draught tb pervade the 
pipes. The atmosphere thus freely enter- 
ing and issuing from the pip^s preserves 
ibis normal condition under ground, and 
through t he numerous apertures approaches 
the strata which contains the roots. Thus 
the soil is loosened, and penetrated by oxy- 
gen so effectually, that, though the air from 
above may be shut out from the hearth, the 
lire will continue to burn all the same. 
The invention, or rather the experiment, 
which may be destiued to mark a useful 
progress in agriculture, was first designed 
by Herr Noneubrucb, aud executed under 
the superintendence of Dr. Hardstein, both 
attached to the Agricultural Academy con- 
nected with ths University of Bonn. Al- 
though <juite a new thing, it is stated to 
have already added to the capacities of the 
soil. 

Singi lau Discovery. — The Lafayette 
Courior relates the following singular dis- 
covery and identification of the remains of 
a deceased soldier : 

About a year ago a widow lady of an ad- 
joining county, lost a much loved son in 
the army, and was at considerable expense 
in having his remains brought hojne for 
interment. Some time last month a gentle- 
men from Ohio, in searching for the remains 
of a brother near Chattanooga, discovered 
that the grave had been opened and the bo- 
dy temoved. By reliable dat%, he traced 
the corpse to the house of an undertaker in 
Nashville, and from thence by express to 
Lafayette. The mistake was apparant. Ar- 
riving in this city last week, he found a clue, 
to the afflicted mother, and seeking an in- 
terview, made ■ statemement of the facts 
and obtained the privilege of opening the 
grave. The body was exhumed and the re- 
mains identified as those of his brother by 
a trepan of the skull, which had been occa- 
sioned by a kick of ahorse before the deceas- 
ed entered the army. The remains were 
given up, and the gentleman presented the 
widowwith a sum sufficient to secure the 
mains of her son and remove them to 
Indiana.

The Jamaica Inaurrectlou. 

New York, Nov. 10.— The Panama Star 
and Herald, of the 31st of October, gives 
further particulars of the insurrection of 
the blacks of Jamuica, gleaned lrom Ja- 
maica papers. Ueo. W. Gordon, of King- 
ston, tbe principal mover of the insurrec- 
tion, and the leader, Paul Bagle, had been 
caught and were being tried by court mar- 
tial. Rt-v. Q. H. Cole and one Jos. Reach, 
twoof tbe most prominent leaders, had also 
been arrested, with most of tbe leaders in 
the movement. The captura of the leaders 
has dispirited them, and many are surren- 
dering. 

The Watchman of Nica and those con- 
nected with it have been arrested on the 
charge of publishing seditious articles. 

Uer Uritanni'- Majestv's store-ship Ur- 
gent had been dispatched to Barbadoes for 
troops. No apprehension was felt of much 
further trouble. 

Intelligence has been received that the 
commander of the British war ship Bull 
Dog blew her up on the 2f)tb ult. at Cape 
Uayti, and, under protection of the British 
Consul, the commander of tbe Bull Dog 
asked satisfaction. No reply being given, 
he opened fire on Kort Peckdit. The Fort 
replied, and the ship, getting aground, was 
set on lire, abandoned, and blown up.

Cxecutluit of >\irz— -Charges Against 
Him — How lie Bt-ra ll-mself uu the 
Scallold— \n Impressive Scene. 

Washington, Nov. 10. — CRpi. Wirz was 
led out to the ^allows bwiWaWR ten at:d 
eleven o'clock this morning. He declined 
his innocence, and died without exhibi:iug 
any symptoms of fear. This morning 
Fa'ther Boyle aduiinisteretl the sacrament 
to tb« prisoner. Father Wiugate, also of 
the Roman Catholic Church, placed upon 
th^ prisoner the black cambric gown, re- 
marking, as he did so, " I hope this will be 
turned into white in another world." 

At twenty minutes past ten Wirz came 
from his cell, in the Old Capitol Prison, ac- 
companied l>y Provost Marshal Russell 
and «r>ther officers, and by Fathers Boyle 
ami Wingatf. Passing through the guard, 
they ascended the scaffold, where the pris- 
oner was seated. 

The scaffold was twelve feet square, and 
twenty-two feet high tothe top of the beam, 
with a trap twelve feet ttom the ground. 
The guard consisted of the 19.">th Pennsyl- 
vania volunteers and three detachments of 
the Veteran Baawrve Corps, under com- 
111 fid of Captain Walbridge, military su- 
perintendent of the Old Capitol Prison. 

There were several hundred spectators 
present, besides the military, who were ad- 
mitted ou special passes. 

Amid profound s.i.Mice Provost Marshal 
Russell proceed* d to read the order of the 
War Department, founded on the verdict of 
the court martial which tried tbe prisoner. 
Bfl was chargtd ami convieted of combin- 
ing, con federati rig, and conspiring with 

Jell. Davis, J. A. BeddOR, Howell Cobb, 
W. 8. Winder, \Y. Shelby Reed, R. R 
Stevenson, S. P. Moore Kerr, late hospital 
at e w aa d at Anderaonville, Jamea Duncan, 
W. Turner, 15 -nj.iniiii Hafris, aud others, 
whose names' are unknown and who were 
then engaged in BTOMd rebellion against 
the United s a' es, mabciously, traitorously. 
aRd in violation of t! e usages of war, to 
impair and injure the health and destroy 
UpS lives by iabjecting to torture and great 
suffering Uf confining in unhealthy and 
unwholesome quarters, by exposing to the 
inclemency ol w ir.t r ai.d to the dews and 
burning sun of sumni> r, by compelling the 
use of URpuro water, and by furnishing in 
sufficient and unwholesome food to a bn -e 
number of Federal prisoners, to-w it: num- 
ber about forty-live thousand, held as pris- 
oners of war at Andersonville, within tbe 
lines of the so-called Confederate States, on 
or before the *^7th of March, 18<j4, and at di- 
vers times between that day and the KHb of 
April, 18G5, to the end that th-» ■irnttas ol 
the United Stati s might be weakened and 
impaired, an.i tbat the insurgents engaged 
in armed rebellion against the United 
States might be aided aud comforted, <fcc. 

The order stated the prisoner was found 
guilty of the second ehargft, viz: Murder, in 
violation of the rales uf war, against law 
and the custom of war, and guilty of all 
of the spec. fications, excepting the fourth, 
tenth and thirteenth, which there sets forth, 
killed B prisoner Dy shooting him with a 
rev dver; he ordered a soniiuel to fire on 
a prisoner with a revolver, and that he shot 
another with a revolver, and that he died. 
The order concludes as follows: 

The sentence of the court do, thf refore, 
bm U nee nim, Henry Wirz, to be hanged by 
the neck, until he l>o dead, at such time and 
place as the President of the United States 
mav direct; two-thirds of the members of 
the XMJli anRORrringhaa* in, and the court 
also find the ]»r»h ni-.-, Henry Wirz, guilty 
of having catMed lit. death, in the manner 
as alleged in sp< • a'ion 11th, charge £J, 
by means of dogs, uf ihreo prisoners ol war 
>n bis custody, and boldiers of the United 
States; MM occurring on or about the 15th 
of May, 18iil the gUmk on or about the 11th 
day of July, lfetil.aud another occurring on 
or about the 1st of September, 1864, but 
which finding, as here expressed, has not 
and did not enter into the sentence of the 
court, as above stated. 

The second proceedings, findings and 
sentence in the foregoing case, have been 
submitted to the President. The following 
are his orders : 

Executive Mansion, Nov. 3, 1865.— The 
proceedings, findings and sentence of the 
conrt, in the within cases are approved, and 
it is ordered tbat the sentence be carried 
into execution, by the officer commanding 
the Department of Washington, on Friday, 
the 10th day o; November, 1865, between 
tbe hours of 6 in the morning and 12 o'clock, 
noon.

When the reading of the order was com- 
pleted, Wirz conversed with those ou tbe 
platform with seeming confidence and self- 
possession, and it was remarked, he had a 
smiling countenance, to his spiritual ad- 
viser. 

He said: "I am innocent; I have to die, 
but I can die; I have hope in the future; I 
have nothing more to say." His legs and 
bauds were tied, the noose passed around 
his neck, and the black cap passed over his 
face. He stood erect, without faltering, evi- 
dently having nerved himself to thesolemn 
event. Tho n OR the platform retired to the 
railing, leaving tbe doomed man in tbe 
centerof thestructure. After a few moments 
of quiet, the drop, at a preconcerted signal, 
fell. This having reached the ears of the 
promiscuous guard outside of the Capitol 
grounds, who were not privileged to view 
the execution, was responded to by related 
shouts of approbation.

The North Carolina Delega 
ant Interview with the P 
' Congressional Test Oath. 

W ashinuton.Nov. 10. — To-day the mem- 
bers of the late North Carolina Convention, 
and other gentlemen of that State, visited 
the President, when Hon. Mr. Reade, n 
behali of the Convention over which he bad 
the honor to preside, presented for his fa- 
vorable consideration certain of its proceed- 
ings, saying, among other things, that tbe 
first act or the Convention was to declare 
tue uninterrupted connection of North Car- 
olina with the Federal Union, and to de- 
clare null and void the ordinance of May, 
1861, by which she waa attempted to be se- 
ceded. This was done by a vote very near- 
ly approaching unanimity, and the first is- 
sue of the late war was yielded. The next 
thing done was to p-ohibit slavery, and 
this was done by ■ unanimous vote, and a 
committee of able lawyers were prevailed 
upon to prepare wholesome laws for the 
consideration of the Legislature, and thus 
the second issue in the late war was yielded. 

Tbe Convention, having yielded all that 
was involved in the war and being in the 
opinion that the State was and always has 
been in the Union aud that our relations 
had been disturbed, but not destroyed, re- 
spectfully ask your Excellency to declare 
on the part of the authorities of the United 
State, as the State has done on our part, that 
our Government relations have been recon- 
ciled. The Convention instructed the Leg- 
islature to provide for the payment of the 
debts of the State, and declared tbat all 
debts contracted in aid of the rebellion to 
be illegal and prohibited the payment of the 
same. Mr. R. said, we have heard that not- 
withstanding the State might yield and, as 
he understands, has yielded all that was in- 
volved in the war, and notwithstanding our 
people were submissive, well disposed and 
anxious for formal relations, her delegates 
to Congress could not be admitted unless 
they had qualifications not prescribed by 
the Constitution: that they would be re- 
quired to take an oath which but few in the 
State can take, affirming not merely that 
they aro right, but that they have never 
been wrong; tbe exclusion of her delega- 
tion upon any such test as suggesUd would 
be felt by our people universally as such a 
deep wrong that it would put their strong 
devotion to the Government and the lively I 
hope of perfect reconciliation to the severest 
trial: they can understand the bitterness of 
strife and the aversion to treason, but they 
will l>e confounded at the repulsion of of- 
fered friendship and avowed loyalty. 

The Convention, therefore, respectfully 
asks Congress to repeal the lest oath. 

I have thought it respectful, Loth to you 
and Congress, that this request should pass 
thmugh your hands, wttn the hope that 
your Excellency's magnanimity would add 
to it some rellectiou, which would av ail in 
that body. 

After further remarks by Mr. II., in which 
he spoke of the confidence reposed in him 
by North Carolina, the President responded 
as follows: 

Hon. Mr. Read— I receive from you, with 
pleasure, a copy of the proceedings of the 
Convention of North Carolina, a recipro- 
cate, cordially, tbe conciliatory spirit in 
which you have addressed me. The Con- 
vention of North Carolina has done much 
and well towards restoring that Slate to her 
proper national relations; but something 
yet remains to be done to render that re- 
storation immediately practicable. An ac- 
ceptation of the Congressional Amendment 
abolishing slavery throughout the United 
States, by the Legislature of the State of 
North Carolina, is, in my judgment, prac- 
tically important to the successful restora- 
tion which is so much desired by all. With- 
out answering snecifically the questions 
you have proposed to me, it will be suffi- 
cient to say that my action must depend 
upon events, aud that Mr. Holden will be 
again instructed to continue the exercise ol 
his functions ae Provisional Governor until 
he shall have been expressly relieved by 
orders to that effect.

The latest telegram from Major General 
Curtis states that information had beeu re- 
ceived from other powerful t ibes of their 
desire to meet the Commissioners. In con- 
sequence. >f the lateness of >he season it was 
not deemed practicable to treat with per- 
sous so remote. In vi-w of the short time 
that had . lapsed since the Commission was 
appoint 1 tbe Department ihiuks they ha?e 
accomplished as much, if not more, than 
could be reasonably expected and seem s en- 
tirely satisfied with the results. The nego- 
tiations with the Indian tribes of upper 
Akausas have been not less successful. 

The department is advised by General 
Sanborn and his associates of the conclu- 
sion, by them, ol treaties with the Chey- 
ennes, Arrappahoes, Sages, Apaches, Co 
mauches and K owas, numbering some 
twelve or ttfteeu thousand souls. Every-

He attribute ; ; to the Koodoo* 
dittOR of tho ship, tbe good quality ot the 
food supplied and the attention given to the 
sufiertrs. The Doctor hopes for the speedy 
disappear: nee off the malacy. In speaking 
of tne matur of quarantining cholera case 
he says, endeavors must be made to qtiaruu- 
tine persons, not ships or merchandise. 

It is understood ths National Government 
proposes to sell to the State authorities, for 
merely a nominal price, the old receiving 
ship North Carolina, to be stationed oft* tbe 
lower quarantine as a permanent hospital. 

Provost Marshal General's Bureau. 

New York, Nov. 10.— The Herald's 
special says the Provost Marshal Gen?ral's 
Bureau dies hard.

Mr. Suhade says he waa called upon by 
several persons last night, as also was 
Father Boyle, who communicated informa- 
tion, purporting to come from a member of 
he Cabinet, to the effect, if Wirz would ac- 
tnowledge that Jeff. Davis was connected 
with the atrocities at Andersonville, his 
sentence would be commuted, although Mr.

S. Baker, one of his counsels, 
in which be remarked he had not sa,d t 
word that could be construed into a retire- I 
tion upon him; he merely stated that he I 
had not solicited him as his counsel at first, 
but accepted his services cheerfully. He 
concluded as follow-: 1 will say again, as 
I said before, that I believe you have done 
all you could for me, and, therefore, accept 
my thanks— the tbauks of a dyiug man. 

The following letter w as written by Wirz 
before mounting the gallows: 

"Old CAriToi. Prison, Nov. 12, 1S65 — Mr. 
Schode — Dear Sir: It is no doubt the last 
time 1 will address myself to you. What 
I have said to you often and often I repeat. 
Accept my thanks— my sincere heartfelt 
thanks— for a'l you ha\edone for me. May 
God reward you* I cannot still have some- 
thing more to ask of you, and I am confi- 
dent that you will not refuse to receive my 
dyiug request. Plessebelp my poor fami- 
ly — my aear wife and children. War, ctml 
war, has swept everything from me, and 
to-day my wihj — my children— are beggars. 
My life is demanded as an atonement. I 
am willing to give it; and I hope after 
awhile I will be judged differently from 
what I am now. If any one ought to come 
to tho relief of my family it in the people of 
the South, for whose sake I have sacrificed 
in v life.
